After  some  weeks  of  quiet,  the  minister 
of  finance  has  once  more  tried  to  do  some- 
thing in  constructive  financial  legislation  by 
decreeing  a  national  hypothecary  hank  with 
a  capital  of  100,000,000$  which  is  to  loan 
money  on  real  estate,  lo  float  cedillas  in  for- 
eign markets,  to  carry  on  a  mercantile  bus- 
iness in  agricultural  supplies  and  to  manu- 
facture agricultural  implements.  The 
scheme  is  modeled  somewhat  upon  the 
lines  of  similiar  institutions  in  France, 
Italy  and  Argentina,  and  like  the  latter  is 
destined  to  become  a  source  of  infinite  harm 
to  the  country.  The  names  of  several  of 
the  founders  are  not  generally  known  here, 
and  no  capitalist  of  influence  ami  high 
standing  is  openly  connected  with  the 
scheme.  For  an  undertaking  of  such  mag- 
nitude and  importance,  and  one  so  easily 
diverted  into  channels  of  speculation  and 
political  demoralization— for  such  an  enter- 
prise there  should  have  been  some  of  the 
best  names  in  the  country  at  its  head.  The 
minister,  however,  ignores  this  requirement, 
is  blind  to  the  pernicious  results  of  the  Ar- 
gentine experiment,  and  is  oblivious  to  the 
fact  that  1,000,000,000$  in  foreign  capital 
is  not  at  all  likely  to  flow  into  Brazil  on  the 
security  offered.  The  scheme  is  not  only  a 
mistake,  but  it  is  full  of  peril  for  the  future 
of  the  country. 


We  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the 
peculiar  ideas  prevailing  in  the  states  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro  and  Minus  Geraes  in  regard  to 
the  concession  of  monopolies  and  guaran- 
tees of  interest.  Of  course  the  same  prac- 
tice prevails  in  several  other  slates,  but  not 
to  the  same  degree.  In  the  first  place  the 
grant  of  such  favors  at  this  time  and  by  de- 
cree is  clearly  improper.  The  provisional 
government  undertook  at  the  outset  to 
maintain  order  and  perform  such  services  as 
are  necessary  to  the  proper  administration 
of  current  business  affairs,  but  as  time 
passed  one  of  the  provisional  cabinet  found 
it  impossible  to  restrain  his  meddling  pro- 
pensities and  went  in  for  sweeping  changes 
and  special  laws  in  every  department  of 
government.  And  from  tliis  mistaken  con- 
ception of  the  attributes  and  powers  of  a 
purely  temporary  and  provisional  govern- 
ment, organized  merely  to  maintain  order 
and  protect  recognized  interests  during  the 
period  of  transition,  the  several  departments 
of  the  national  government  have  gone  in 
for  decreeing  general  laws  affecting  banking, 
joint-stock  companies,  mortgages,  judicial 
procedure,  immigration,  etc.,  and  to  grant- 
ing concessions  and  guarantees  for  railways, 
central  factories,  colonization  companies, 
and  many  other  objects.  And  at  the  very 
same  time,  practically  in  the  same  breath 
these  provisional  authorities  are  all  demand- 
ing a  republican  system  of  government,  in 
which  the  direct  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple are  to  have  the  initiation  in  all  legisla- 
tion affecting  the  public  revenues.  If  they 
were  honest  and  consistent  they  would 
leave  all  these  questions  of  privileges  and 
interest  guarantees  for  the  consideration  of 
Congress,  which  is  to  meet  only  a  few 
months  hence.  And  beyond  this,  they 
should  take  into  account  the  evident  fact 
that  they  are  entering  into  public  engage- 
ments, on  arbitrary  grounds,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  sums  in  loans  and  guarantees 
much  beyond  the  resources  of  their  states. 


We  do  not  doubt  the  good  intentions  of  the 
governor  of  Rio  tie  Janeiro,  but  when  we 
see  a  new  guarantee  of  interest  every  day  on 
large  amounts  of  capital,  and  for  a  state 
whose  revenues  are  notoriously  inadequate 
for  current  obligations,  we  can  not  help 
feeling  that  lie  is  making  a  very  fatal 
blunder. 


The  collapse  of  the  Buenos  Aires  revolu- 
tion on  the  29th,  almost  as  sudden  and  sur- 
prising as  the  outbreak  itself,  is  a  matter  for 
genuine  congratulation  so  far  as  it  affects  life 
and  property,  but  in  its  general  political 
and  moral  bearings  it  is  certainly  to  be 
deeply  regretted.  So  far  as  we  can  judge 
from  the  conflicting '  and  defective  tele- 
graphic accounts  received  here,  the  revolu- 
tionary party  had  successfully  held  ils  own 
against  the  government  forces  and  had 
every  reason  to  expect  a  favorable  termina- 
tion of  the  conflict.  As  they  were  fighting 
to  overthrow  one  of  the  most  corrupt  ad- 
ministrations Argentina  has  ever  known, 
there  was  every  reason  for  wishing  them 
success,  particularly  as  they  had  the  sympa- 
thy of  a  great  part  of  the  best  people  of 
that  country  with  them.  It  appears  from 
our  telegraphic  dispatches  that  aimmiiion 
gave  out  on  both  sides,  and  that  the  nego- 
tiations for  peace  were  then  successful. 
There  are  reports  of  an  agreement  for  the 
retirement  of  President  Juarez  Celman  from 
the  country  which  with  a  general  amnesty 
and  a  mixed  cabinet  is  all  the  government 
is  reported  to  have  conceded.  If  it  is  tine 
that  the  revolutionary  officers  are  all  to  he 
dismissed  from  the  service  and  that  repres- 
sive measures,  such  as  the  reported  sup- 
pression of  such  newspapers  as  tin:  Arario/l 
ami  Prensa,  have  been  adopted,  the  arrange- 
ment will  he  very  short-lived.  We  do  not 
believe  that  the  Union  Civica  and  the  revo- 
lutionary officers  will  submit  to  conditions 
so  unfavorable  to  themselves.  They  were 
not  defeated,  nor  has  the  government  shown 
itself  able  to  contend  successfully  against 
the  popular  demands  for  reform.  Unless 
other  and  better  concessions  than  those  re- 
ported are  made,  we  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  another  and  belter  prepared  attempt 
will  be  made  at  no  distant  day.  Since  the 
popular  protest  of  April  13th,  when  15,000 
Argentines  assembled  to  demand  a  purer 
and  better  administration  of  the  country's 
finances,  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  of 
reform  sentiment.  The  Union  Civica  in  a 
few  short  months  had  become  a  recognized 
influence  for  good,  and  the  better  senti- 
ments of  the  people  everywhere  supported 
its  vigorous  opposition  to  the  corruption 
and  extravagance  which  was  leading  the 
country  into  hopeless  bankruptcy,  We 
certainly  can  not  and  do  not  believe  that  all 
this  has  been  overcome  simply  because  the 
amunition  gave  out  on  the  29th. 


Till'  question  of  taxation,  in  relation  to 
the  national  and  state  governments,  is  one 
which  ought  to  be  attracting  general  dis- 
cussion. We  do  not  believe  for  one  mo- 
ment that  the  subject  is  so  well  understood 
that  it  will  be  settled  easily  and  without 
discussion,  for  the  ideas  current  on  the 
subject  and  tbe  occasional  local  efforts 
made  in  that  direction,  ail  contribute  to 
the  belief  that  less  is  really  known  of  the 
principlesof  laxationthan  of  almost  any  other 
question  before  the  country.  And  thai  is  say- 
ing a  great  deal  We  are  now  witnessing 
a  bitter  controversy,  in  which  violent  meas- 
ures have  been  threatened  and  employed, 
between  two  states  over  tiie  right  of  one  to 
maintain  toll-houses  along  the  boundary 
between  them.  One  of  these  slates,  Parana', 
claims  that  the  Rio  Negro  matte  collectors 
Lake  their  product  across  the  line  and  ex- 
port it  from  Santa  Culharina,  paying  the  ex- 
port tax  to  the  latter  stale  and  depriving 
Parana  of  her  just  revenue.  At  first  sight 
this  is  a  very  just  complaint,  and  fully 
warrants  the  establishment  of  these  toll-  ' 
houses;  but  there  is  yet  another  side  to  the 
story.  It  seems  that  sOme  miraculously 
inspired  parasite  conceived  the  idea  one 
day  of  opening  a  factory  for  the  preparation 
of  matte  for  market,  and  as  a  little  ies'al 
persuasion  was  desired  to  compel  the  people 
to  bring  the  article  to  his  mill,  he  prevailed 
upon  the  provincial  assembly  to  pass  a  law 
for  the  protection  of  his  indusiria  national. 
And  this  ingenious  little  law  provides  that 
all  matte  duly  prepared  for  exportation, 
which  of  course  could  only  be  effected  in 
his  privileged  establishment,  should  pay  an 
export  duty  or  15  reis  per  kilo,  while  the 
crude,  unprepared  article  should  pay  an 
export  duty  of  2$ooo  per  kilo.  This  is 
called  enlightened  legislation  of  course,  and 
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its  legality,  rather  than  its  justice,  is  now 
influencing  public  opinion  to  take  the  side 
ol  Parand.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
the  Rio  Negro  people  are  not  only  seeking 
to  avoid  this  iniquitous  discriminating  tax 
in  their  own  state,  but  are  really  seeking 
the  easiest  and  best  outlet  fur  their  product, 
it  ought  to  he  apparent  to  every  fair  mind 
that  justice  is  due  not  to  the  treasuries  of 
the  states  in  question,  hut  to  the  poor  people 
who  are  being  robbed  most  shamefully  to 
maintain  an  unjust  monopoly,  Another 
case  in  point  is  the  local  port  dues  and 
state  taxes  on  shipping,  The  privileges 
granted  to  the  slates  in  this  particular  prom- 
ise to  lead  to  such  a  multiplicity  of  taxes 
that  the  commerce  of  the  country  must 
eventually  suffer  serious  prejudice,  Taxes 
ought  not  only  to  be  just,  but  they  ought  to 
be  uniform  in  all  the  ports  of  a  country. 
If  any  stale  may  be  privileged  to  impose  a 
new  tax  on  a  steamship  company  compelled 
by  contract  to  visit  certain  specified  ports, 
then  it  becomes  possible  for  that  state  to 
levy  a  forced  contribution  at  pleasure, 
Then,  too,  the  provisions  of  the  projected 
new  constitution  in  regard  to  the  imposi- 
tion of  import  duties  by  states  (Art.  8,  §  3) 
will  inevitably  lead  loan  unjust  inequality 
in  taxation,  to  contraband  trade  between 
states  and  the  ultimate  necessity  of  main- 
taining inter-state  custom-houses,  and  event- 
ually to  bitter  controversies  and  rivalries 
between  the  states  themselves.  There  is  in- 
finite trouble  in  this  innocent  little  section, 
for  it  is  peculiarly  calculated  to  encourage 
controversies  and  to  contuse  the  public 
mind  as  to  the  rights  and  objects  of  customs 
taxation.  It  was  doubtless  thought  that 
the  reversion  of  the  taxes  to  the  national 
treasury  would  prevent  trouble,  but  when 
the  privileged  industries  of  a  stale  are  taken 
into  consideration,  with  their  constantly- 
increasing  needs  lor  protection,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  real  germ  of  future  rivalry  and 
trouble  has  been  overlooked.  If  Parand 
and  Santa  Catharina  are  to  quarrel  and 
fight  over  the  tax  on  matte  because  of  a 
a  miserable  Jittle  mill  removing  the  coarse 
stems  of  the  article  and  putting  it  up  into 
a  certain  kind  of 'package,  then  Sao  Paulo 
and  Minas  may  just  as  easily  fall  out  over 
their  cotton,  o*r  Para  and  Amazonas  over 
their  rubber.  These  tax  laws  must  be 
systematized  and  equalized,  or  the  country 
will  suffer  incalculable  prejudice  in  the 
future.

COFFEE. 

...  We  now  learn,  however,  that  there  is  about 
to  be  organized  an  important  company,  with  a  cap- 
ital of  50,000,000$  already  subscribed  ami  "which 
does  not  contemplate  a  monopoly  nor  a  struggle 
with  the  intermediate  exporter,  seeking  merely  to 
direct  the  market  towards  stability,  subject  only  to 
t!ie  natural  fluctuations  caused  by  consumption, 
limiting  the  bases  upon  which  il  proposes  to  oper- 
ate, incurring  none  of  the  risks  of  exporting — it 
being  forbidden  to  it  to  work  in  this  direction  -and 
making  of  itself  only  a  great  buyer  which  may  re- 
sist for  the  moment  artificial  declines,  at  the  same 
time  facilitating  transactions  in  the  article." 

Occupying  itself  in  ali  the  industries  accessory  to 
the  proposed  business,  the  c.iflee  bagging  company 
will  establish  the  necessary  work-shops,  will  ac- 
quire warehouses  and  stores,  will  provide  (or 
means  of  carriage  and  shipment  and  will  establish 
agencies  in  the  markets  of  New  York,  Havre, 
Hamburg  and  London. 

At  the  head  of  this  enterprise,  of  which  the  pres- 
ident is  Visconde  Cruzeiro,  are,  -is  dins-tors  and 
auditors:  Conde  de  S.  Clemenle,  Guide  de  Eiguej. 
redo,  Itarfio  do  Audarnliy,  Barao  de  Ipanemn,  Dr. 
Joao  Haptista  de  Castro  and  Commendadoi <s  Urba- 
110  Fnria,  Mnnoel  de  Aratijo  Guimaraes  and  joa- 
quim  de  Castro  e  Silva. 


It  is  a  little  confusing  to  the  ordinary 
mind,  but  will  the  directors  of  this  big 
syndicate  tell  us  how 'it  is  to  buy  and 
prepare  coffee  here  and  then  maintain 
agencies  abroad,  without  becoming  an  ex- 
porter ?  The  scheme  is  absurdly  preposter- 
ous in  this  particular,  and  its  organizers 
must  either  enter  into  frank  competition 
with  exporters,  or  give  up  all  idea  of  main- 
taining agencies  in  all  the  principal  foreign 
markets.  In  our  opinion,  the  syndicate 
will  fail  utterly,  not  only  through  defective 
organization  and  the  impossibility  of  secur- 
ing able  managers  for  such  a  gigantic 
scheme,  but  'principally  through  the  op- 
position of  the  capital  and  dealers  ol 
foreign  countries.  The  syndicate  may  buy 
and  store  all  the  coffee  in  Brazil,  but  it  can 
compel  New  York,  Havre  and  Ham- 
burg to  buy  only  when  it  suits  their  con- 
venience to  do  so,  And  in  a  contest  with 
the  combined  capital  and  skill  of  those 
great  markets,  it  is  not  difficult  to  foresee 
what  the  result  will  be.

capital  of  100.000,000$— !o  lie  increased  lo  200,- 
000,000$  by  agreement  wilh  the  govern  men  t — 
which  will  be  divided  into  live  seiies  of  20,000,000$ 
each,  and  when  40  per  cent,  of  the  first  serie,  is 
paid  up  the  bank  will  commence  operations.  The 
duration  of  ihe  institution  will  be  for  5.'  years  and 
its  operations  those  usuil  lo  similar  o,!d,t  fonciet 
institutions.  The  right  to  issue  hypothecary  notes 
(cedillas?)  is  granted,  capital  and  in  teres]  payable 
in  gold,  which  are  lo  be  of  three  classes,  viz:  im- 
mobitiatios  (for  which  we  find  no  English  equiva- 
lent), agricultural  and  industrial,  which  bonds  will 
be  issued  principally  in  foreign  markets.  The  im- 
mobiliano  bonds  are  destined  to  mortgages  on 
buildings  completed,  or  in  process  of  construction, 
or  on  building  lauds;  the  agricultural  bonds  are 
destined  to  mortgages  on  rural  property  and  the 
industrial  bonds  upon  immovables  and  apparatus 
belonging  to  industrial  enterprises,  The  issue  of 
bonds  and  obligations  can  not  exceed  the  total  of 
the  hypothecary  loans,  and  these  loans  may  not  ex- 
ceed ten  times  the  capital  of  the  institution.  The 
hank  will  have  the  privilege  of  issuing  these  bonds 
throughout  the  republic  tor  50  years,  payable  in 
gold,  but  the  right  to  the  states  is  reserved  to  make 
similar  concessions  for  their  own  territory,  No  tax 
can  be  levied  on  these  bonds.  A  maximum  ..(  8 
per  cent,  per  annum  is  fixed  for  loans  to  agricul- 
ture, but  ihe  hank  may  charge  a  commission  of  1 
per  cent,  upon  all  operations.  Interest  on  the 
bonds  will  be  payable  at  the  expiration  of  quarters 
or  half-years;  on  loans  ihey  will  be*  collected  at 
(he  commencement  of  similar  periods.  The  man- 
agement will  he  entrusted  to  a  president  and  eight 
directors,  the  first  president  to  be  nominated  by 
the  syndicate  organizing  the  institution.  The  new 
bank  may  acquire  existing  hypothecary  institutions 
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attempted  to  attack  the  5II1,  bib,  7th  and  nth  police 
stations,  but  were  driven  away  by  the  various 
guards.  When  pas-ing  through  the  Kua  Senador 
Pompeii  they  assaulted  privates  Bertholdo  Tei- 
xeira  and  Raymundo  Dias  Teixeira,  of  the  3rd 
police  infantry  battalion,  belonging  to  the  gth 
station,  who  were  there  on  duty.  These  men 
were  disarmed  by  ihe  assailants,  a  result  of  the 
struggle  winch  arose  being  that  both  were  slightly 
wounded.  Continuing  their  career  the  sailors  weie 
pursued  by  the  people  and  policemen  ;  some  of 
them  were  arrested  and  a  sabre-bayonet  captured. 
The  rowdies^  scattered  through  several  streets; 
three  coming  down  Run  General  Camara  attacked 
two  policemen  who  were  on  duty  at  the  corner  of 
Rua  da  Candelaria,  and  we  hear  that  one  of  these, 
who  remained  at  bis  post,  was  obliged  to  defend 
himself  witli  his  bayonet  from  cms  made  at  him 
by  one  of  the  sailors,  armed  also  with  a  bayonet, 
four  sailors  were  put  under  arrest  at  the  navy- 
yard...

A  pait  of  the  city  was  alarmed  yesterday  morn- 
ing by  a  renewal  of  the  contbcis  which  have 
recently  taken  place  between  some  of  the  men  of 
tlie  armed  forces.  Two  policemen  on  duly  in  the 
Rua  Barao  de  S.  Felix,  Largo  do  DeposUo  and 
Rua  Senador  I'ompeu.  upon  reaching  the  corner  of 
Rua  da  Costa  about  S  o'clock  were  attacked  by  a 
crowd  of  national  sailors,  perhaps  seven  or  eight, 
and  all  armed  with  sticks  ol  wood.  The  conflict 
commenced  and  each  side  attacked  and  defended 
until  the  two  policemen  were  disarmed.  In  the 
midst  of  the  tight  and  from  the  alarm  raised, 
policemen  from  the  2nd,  7th  and  9th  stations  ap- 
peared, which  caused  the  precipitate  flight  of  the 
assailants...  Two  ol  the  soldiers  v.ere  arrested 
by  Lt.  Maeeio  in  a  house  on  the  Rua  General 
Camara  where  they  had  sought  shelter.  One  of 
ihe  delinquents  (sw)  was  immediately  turned  over 
to  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  navy  who  sent  him  to 
the  navy-yard;  the  other  was  sent  to  the  51I1 
station,  whence  be  was  sent  to  the  same  destina- 
tion. A  thiol  sailor  arrested  at  ihe  lime  ot  the 
fight,  was  sent  to  the  71b  station  and  thence  to  the 
navy  yard.  The  bayonets  taken  from  the  police- 
men were  delivered  to  Lt.  Macei6  afterwards  and 
by  him  sent  to  the  barracks  in  Rua  dos  Barbonos. 
On  the  scene  Df  ihe  light  there  were  tound  three 
sailor's  caps  which  were  sent  by  ihe  police  to  tKe 
navy-ymd...  We  will  not  hide  the  evil  impression 
thai' such  conflicts  are  producing  upon  the  public 
mind,  convinced,  as  wc  arc,  that  the  honorable 
ministers  of  marine,  war  and  justice  will  employ 
nil  means,  each  on  his  side,  to  prevent  a  laxity  of 
discipline,  or  a  loss  ol  discipline,  in  the  armed 
forces  under  the  evil  example  of  some  of  the  men 
who  are  interrupting  that  fraternity  always  sliong 
among  the  corps  ol   the  army  ami  navy. 


1I1E  BUEXOS  A/RES  REVOLUTION. 

The  sudden  revolutionary  outburst  at  Buenos 
Aires  came  lo  an  unexpected  end  on  the  291b.  ow- 
ing, il  is  said,  to  a  lack  of  amunition.  fn  lact  the 
cable  slates  that  both  sides  were  out  and  that  the 
government  had  been  buying  everywhere  of  private 
dealers.  The  lighting  therefore  lasted  only  four 
days,, but  in  that  lime  sonic  600  were  killed,  about 
1,000    wounded   and   an    immense    destruction    of

We  have  as  yet  received  no  mail  advices,  and  the 
telegraphic  particulars  are  incomplete  and  not  per- 
fectly trustworthy  in  Some  respects.  The  main 
features  of  the  affair,  ai  tar  as  we  can  summarize 
them  from  conflicting  telegrams,  were  as   follows  : 

The  revolution  was; organized  by  members  ot  the 
Union  Civica,  the  citizens'  reform  association,  on 
the  ground  of  official'  corruption  and  official  inter- 
ference  in  elections.  The  revolt  broke  -ail  on  Hie 
morning  of  the  26th.  under  the  leadership  of  Gen. 
Ltd/  Maria  Campos,  who  captured  Plaza  Lavalle, 
the  arsenal  ami  old  artillery  parque,  where  his 
headquarters  were   established.     The   government 


forces  occupied  l'ln/.a  San  Martin  and  the  Retiro 
barracks.  Streets  were  barricaded  ami  the  fighting 
wis  most  d  sperali' nm!  sanguinary,  wilh  the  ad. 
vantage  lar  ;ely  in  favor  of  llie  revolutionists,  At 
the  outset  Campos  had  about  2,000  men  and  ihe 
goverinneni  about  4,000,  but  later  on  the  former 
received  cill&en  contingents  and  one  whole  batlal- 
ion  deserted  lo  him  oil  Sunday, 

On  Sunday  live  small  naval  vessels  joined  the 
revolutionists  and  began  bombarding  the  govern- 
ment positions  in  1'laza  San  Martin  and  Plaza  Vic- 
toria.  \u  armsiiee  ha  I  been  declared  the  night 
before,  but  terminated  nl  an  early  hour.  The 
street  fighting  wen;  on  almost  incessantly  until 
5  p.  111.  when  another  armstice  for  18  hours  was 
arranged. 

On  Monday  hostilities  were  renewed  at  II  a,  in., 
ihe  government  having  received  a  reinforcement  of 
3,000  men.  In  ibis  fight  the  government  failed  to 
force  the  barricades  of  the  revolutionists,  and  at 
midday  another  armstice  was  declared  until  4  p. 
in.  The  foreign  ministers  now  offered  their  good 
services  lo  arrange  a  settlement,  Tins  armstice 
was  further  extended,  although  skirmishing  was 
going  on  at  all  hours  in  the  streets  between  groups 
of  opposing  civilians. 

On  fuesday  the  Maij>ii  kepi  itp  the  bombard- 
ment of  Plaza  Victoria  even  while  the  negotiations 
for  a  settlement  were  in  progress.  There  was  also 
almost  incessant  skirmishing  and  occasional  assas- 
sinations. NJ()  general  fighting,  however,  seems  tri 
have     occurred  beyond  a  reported  engagement    at 

midday.     A  failure  or  arnnniti >n  both  sides  led 

to  concessions  and  a  settlement  was  finally  ar- 
ranged which,  it  is  rep-oted,  includes  general  am- 
nesty, the  removal  of  revolutionary  officers  from 
military  service,  a  coalition  ministry  and  the  tem- 
porary retirement  of  President  Celman  to  Kurope.

—  (m  the  29th  ult.,  according  to  a  telegram  pub- 
lished here,  a  party  to  be  known  as  the  "  far  lido 
lepttbhcaiio  constructor  "  was  organized  at  Victoria, 
Espuilo  Santo,  by  Greeks,  Trojans  and  republi- 
cans. The  name  is  comprehensive  ;  let  us  see 
what  is  to  result  from  the  constructive  republican 
party. 

— A  Marantiao  journal  of  the  iStfi  ult.  states

—  A  Portuguese  merchant  named  Moreira  do 
Amaral  tried  fishing  with  dynamite  bombs  at  Ma- 
wios  on  the  1st  ult.,  and  wilh  the  result  that  two 
dislingui-hed  surgeons  were  called  upon  to  ampu- 
tate his  right  arm  that  same  night.  Fishing  wilh 
dynamite  certainly  has  drawbacks,  and  we  would 
therefore  advise  our  readers  to  stick  to  their  hooks 
and  lines. 

—A  telegram  from  S.  Paulo  on  the  30th  says 
that  Lbree  professors  of  the  law  school  had  appeared 
in  their  cla-s  rooms,  while  three  others  bad  obtain- 
ed a  month's  leave  of  absence.  They  wish  time  to 
invent  a  good  excu-e  for  humbling  themselves  be- 
fore their  triumphant  pupils.  Planting  potatoes 
would  not  be  so  easy  and  profitable,  perhaps,  but 
we  can  recommend  il  as  infinitely  more  manly. 

—A  new  line  of  steamers  has  been  established 
between  Porto  Alegre,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  and 
River  Plate  ports.  The  first  boat  of  the  line,  the 
Francisco  Vidiella,  brought  up  a  cargo  of  wheat 
from  Rosario  for  llie  flouring  mill  at  .Pelota-.  It 
is  a  little  singular  that  after  all  the  talk  about  wheat 
cultivation  in  Brazil,  and  after  the  exhibition  here 
of  those  samples  of  Rio  Grande  wheat  some  three 
years  ago,  there  is  still  necessity  for  importing 
wheat  to  keep  the  native  doming  mills  going.  It 
looks  very  much  like  national  laziness. 

-A  very  singular  slate  of  affairs  seems  to  exist 
al  Rio  Grande,  where  the  government  is  constantly 
spending  money  at  the  outer  liar  while  the  chan- 
nels in  the  Lagoa  dos  Patos  are  all  becoming  un- 
navigable.  According  lo  a  private  letter  there  was 
12  feel  of  water  on  the  outer  bar  about  the  middle 
of  last  month,  while  inside  a  vessel  drawing  over  10 
feel  can  not  get  up  to  l'elotas,and  on  the  Cangassii 
bar  between  Pelolas  ami  Porto  Alegre  there  is 
only  S)4  feet.  And  yet  there  is  a  dredging  mach- 
ine lying  idle  in  this  channel  for  the  last  three  or 
four  years  !  How  prejudicial  this  is  to  commerce 
may  be  seen  from  llie  fact,  according  to  our  in- 
formalion,  that  the  steamer  Aymoie  had  been 
aground  5  days,  the  Ruulejaneiio  5  days  and  the 
Chatham  j  days.  Another  result  is  to  he  seen  in 
ihe  freight  charges,  by  sail,  which  were  noted  at 
38/  to  R'io  Grande  and  64/0  to  Porto  Alegre. 
fins  is  certainly  not  at  all  creditable  to  the  country, 
nor  dues  il  reflect  much  credit  on  the  government 
engineers  who  persist  in  spending  so  much  money 
on  the  outer  bar  when  the  interior  channels  are 
closed  to  the  vessels  entering.  Later  advices  (as 
we  go  to  press)  slate  that  there  is  only  8  feet  of 
water  on  the  Cangassii  bar,  and  that  the  Ay  more 
had  just  spent  3  more  days  aground.  Instead  of 
asking  for  a  dredge  Ihe  Associacao  Commercial 
had  telegraphed  the  Lloyd  Brazileiro  that  their 
steamers  arc  unsuitable  for  the  trade.  How  would 
flat  boat  do  ?

— According  to  a  telegram  published  liere  on  the 
31st  ult.  the  people  of  Balila  are  inclined  to  resent 
a  concession  to  two  men  lor  a  system  of  drainage. 
One  of  them  is  said  lo  be  an  employe*  in  the  coloni- 
zation bureau  in  this  city. 

—All  the  fiscal  officials  of  Para  having  reported 
favorably  upon  the  legality  of  the  lax  ol  as$ooo 

imposed  upon  every  steamer  of  the  United  Slates  & 
Brazil  S.  S.  Co.  leaving  that  port,  the  company  will 
now  be  obliged  to  pay  the  taxes  since  151b  October 
last,  when  the  law  went  into  execution.  It  is  a 
discriminating  tax  levied  on  foreign  shipping  over 
400  tons  burden  each,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Amer- 
ican line  will  amount  to  over  700$  a  year.  Ifevery 
port  is  to  lie  permitted  to  levy  discriminating  taxes 
ol  this  character,  then  tlie  company  should  be  per- 
mitted to  suspend  Its  calif  wherever  the  tax  oper- 
ates unfavorably. 

— The  disorderly  conduct  of  soldiers  has  at  last 
caused  a  serious  conflict  in  Santos.  On  the  even- 
Ingof  the  31st  ult.  a  number  of  cavalry  soldiers, 
partially  intoxicated  and  some  of  them  armed, 
went  through  several  streets  attacking  the  Port- 
uguese and  Italians  and  even  invading  their 
houses.  On  the  following  day,  the  civilians  got 
together  a  force  of  some  400,  barricaded  Rua 
S.  Ben  to  and  finally  drove  the  soldiers  into  their 
barracks.  Great  excitement  prevailed  for  a  time. 
It  is  said  that  the  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  lias  pro- 
mised to  withdraw  the  disorderly  troop  from  the 
city.  Let  us  hope  they  will  be  sent  to  Mat  to 
GrOSso  at  once ! 


Railroad    Notes 


— A  credit  of  ,£24,187  8j.  40*.  has  been  opened 
in  London  for  the  purchase  of  rolling  stock  for  the 
Porto  Alegre  and  Uruguayana  railway, 

— On  the  2nd  inst.  the  shareholders  of  the 
Jardim  Botanico  tram  company  approved  the  ar- 
rangement made  between  the  directors  and  the 
municipality  as  to  an  extension  of  their  privilege. 

—On  the  1st  the  Jornat  do  Commotio  stales 
that  within  a  few  days  a  decree  will  appear  placing 
under  one  direction  all  the  railways  in  the  northern 
slates,  Government  railways  we  presume  are  re- 
ferred to. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  24th  ult.  grants  the  S. 
Geronymo  mines  and  railway  company  an  exten- 
sion of  its  trunk  line  lo  the  Sarra  do  Herval  with  a 
branch  to  a  junction  with  the  Bage*  and  Cacequi 
railway,  A  grant  of  public  lands  is  also  made  the 
company. 

-—A  Sr.  Alves  Linhares  is  to  receive  50,000$  be- 
cause a  concession  granted  liim  lo  build  a  railway 
from  Sobral  to  Caniocini,  Ceara,  was  taken  away 
from  him.  Taking  away  a  concession  appears  lo 
he  nearly  as  remunerative  to  the  holder  as  dispos- 
ing of  it  would  be.

—Conflicts  were  reported  from  San  Nicolas, 
province  of  Buenos  Aires,  on  the  1st  inst.,  but  the 
insurgents  were  easily  dispersed. 

—By  a  decree  ol  the  171I1  nit.  the  Uruguayan 
Congress  was  convened  in  an  extraordinary  session 
lo  consider  the  annual  tax  laws  and  budget.     . 

—The  Buenos  Aires  police  have  closed  the 
newspaper  offices  of  the  Nation  and  Piensa,  the 
two  best  and  most  respectable  papers  in  the  city. 

—'I  be  revolutionary  military  commander  in 
Buenos  Aires  seems  lo  have  been  Gen.  Luiz  Maria 
Campos,  and  not  "Mauoel  Campos"  as  previously 
reported. 

—The  River  Plate  Times  of  July  23rd  was 
informed  that  the  Uruguayan  government  would 
at  once  order  the  coining  of  $2,000,000  in  silver 
lo  meet  the  demands  for  small  change. 

— Three  thousand  Spanish  immigrants  from  the 
north  of  Spain  are  expected  shortly  in  Buenos 
Aires,  who  are  10  be  sent  to  the  various  sugar  fac- 
tories in  the  province  of  Tucumati,  for  which  place 
they  were  procured.

Admiral  Mello  was  received  by 
committees  from  the  naval  and  military  clubs  and 
a  number  ol  his  personal  friends. 

— A  doctor  has  been  granted  500$  per  month  to 
study  atmospheric  micography  and  the  analysis  of 
meteoric  waters,  and  his  investigations  will  ex- 
plain why  we  die  in  Rio,  even  if  they  do  not  sug- 
gest a  radical  cure  for  our  diseases. 

— The  Diario  do  Commereio  considers  that  the 
recent  difficulty  at  Buenos  Aires  demonstrates  the 
superiority  of  the  republic  A  la  mode  de  Paris,  over 
the  American  republic.  Fortunately,  before  an- 
nouncing this  heresy,  the  Dittrtoh&d declared  ilself 
the  "organ  of  the  classes  producing  ihe  public 
wealth,"  so  no  harm  results. 


— The  minister  of  marine  1ms  turned  over  to  the 
director  of  naval  construction  proposals  Irom  V ar- 
row and  Thnrnyeroll  to  build  three  steam  launches 
for  the  custom-house  at  Para. 

—Would  it  not  be  an  appropriate  thing  to  pre- 
sent our  Bolsa  lo  the  zoological  garden?  It  cer- 
tainly would  l»e  a  grand  entertainment  for  the  ani- 
mals already  residing  there. 

— The  "sawbones  in  training"  have  endorsed 
Gen.  Constant  and  presented  a  ticket  for  the  coming 
election.  May  a  kind  Providence  grant  the  "oiiosa 
moeidade"  a  little  common  sense,  when  it  lias  nolli- 
ing  else  to  do. 

—  According  to  advices  from  Cannes,  Dom  Pe- 
dro IT  was  to  leave  that  place  on  Ihe  26th  ult.  (or 
Ihe  residence  of  the  Coiidessa  de  Banal,  in  Voiron, 
Isdrc.  Afler  a  few  weeks  visit  there,  he  is  to  go 
to  Baden-Baden. 

— On  the  2nd  the  Diario  do  Commotio  mentions 
a  report  that  the  police  will  be  incorporated  in  the 
army.  It  is  a  gay  old  federation  when  the  regular 
army  polices  the  capital  ;  as  a  natural  sequence  the 
judges  should  all  be  made  generals, 

—It  is  disheartening  to  see  all  the  nobility  leav 
ing  us.  The  Visconde  de  Penha  1ms  recently 
availed  ol  an  unlimited  leave  of  absence.  When  a 
man  wants  to  find  a  Brazilian  blue-blood  he  will 
have  to  go  jo  Europe,  if  this  sort  of  thing  con- 
tinues. 

—The  ex-director  of  the  house  of  correction  of 
this  cily,  Belarmino  Brasiliense  Pessoa  de  Mello, 
was  arrested  and  placed  in  close  confinement  on 
the  28th.  lie  has  the  misfortune  to  have  incurred 
the  enmity  ol  a  man  belonging  to  n  now  influential 
family. 

— The  1'astorit  Mineim  company  has  employed 
nn  engineer  to  thoroughly  investigate  the  matter  of 
transporting  and  storing  beef,  and  proposes  to  in- 
augurate a  system  for  supplying  Rio  with  meat 
upon  that  used  in  tfie  United  States  with  so  much 
success. 

—An  official  table  published  here  gives  the  im- 
migrant statistics  for  the  first  half  of  1890  for  Rio 
and  Santos.  During  this  period  18,075  immigrants 
arrived  at  the  former  and  3,013  at  the  latter  port, 
or  21,086  in  all.  Of  the  arrivals  in  Rio  5,691  re- 
mained in  the  city. 

—  Rear  Admiral  Guimaraes,  a  candidate  for  a 
seat  in  the  Senate  from  Santa  Calharina,  was  called 
upon  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  subject  of  toil- 
houses,  now  agitating  his  state  and  Parana.  The 
Admiral  at  once  telegraphed  that  all  the  right  was 
on  the  side  of  Parana. 

— A  Portuguese  doctor  declares  that  garlic,  ad- 
ministered internally,  is  a  cure  for  hydrophobia.  It 
may  certainly  be  considered  a*  prophylactic,  for  no 
dog,  however  mad  he  may  be,  will  bite  a  man 
thoroughly  impregnated  with  il.  It  is  worse  than 
tobacco  flavor  to  the  cannibal. 

—The  Gazeta  de  Not/ems  seems  decidedly  in- 
clined to  pitch  into  General  Benjamin  Constant  Bo- 
telho  de  Magalhaes,  minister  ol  public  instruction, 
postofiices  and  telegraphs,  Gen.  Constant  is  not 
prepared  to  permit  insubordination  among  medical 
professors,  for  as  a  military  man  he  knows  what  it 
means. 

—The  faculty  of  medicine  recently  resolved  to 
organize  new  statutes  for  the  government  ol  the 
medical  school,  but  was  at  once  sat  upon  by  the 
minister  of  public  instruction,  who  considers  the 
purpose  a  breach  of  discipline.  It  is  a  curious  sit- 
uation certainly,  this  governing  public  educational 
institutions  by  military  methods. 

—On  the  2S1I1  ult.,  in  honor  of  the  Peruvian  in- 
dependence day,  Gen.  Deodoro  pardoned  a  citizen 
of  that  republic  who  was  captured  while  exercising 
his  profession  as  a  house-breaker  in  1S83.  We 
hope  Gen.  Deodoro  ordered  Gen.  Glycerin,  acting 
minister  of  justice,  to  take  steps  to  send  this  llama 
of  the  Cordilleras  back  to  his  native  heath. 

— The  mysterious  disappearance  of  a  man,  who 
was  supposed  lo  he  a  S.  Paulo  tailor  with  a  large 
amount  of  money  in  his  possession,  lo  which  we 
have  referred,  has  been  explained.  The  man  was 
picked  up  by  the  police  as  a  lunatic— and  is  one 
apparently— and  is  confined  in  the  mad  house.  His 
luggage  containing  valuables  representing  nearly 
40,000$  have  also  been  taken  in  charge  by  the 
police. 

—The  Brazilian  commission  in  charge  ol  the 
Paraguayan!  medals  lor  the  Argentine  braves,  has 
been  ordered  10  deposit  the  ornaments  with  Minis- 
ter Moreno  in  Montevideo  and  return  at  once  to 
Kio.  There  are  too  many  of  one  particular  family 
on  the  commission  to  make  it  desirable  to  expose 
their  lives  in  Buenos  Aires.  But,  after  all,  what  a 
bitter  disappointment  it  mus'  be  not  to  have  a  real 
good  old  manifestation  over  this  visit  south  I 

—We  are  advised  that  Bishop  J.  C.  Cranberry, 
D.  D.,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  is  ex- 
pected to  arrive  here  on  the  71I1  inst.,  "on  ihe 
American  steamer  Advance,  and  will  preach  at  the 
Methodist  church,  Largo  do  Caltete,  next  Sunday 
at  11:30  a.  in.  Among  the  oilier  passengers  by  the 
same  steamer  will  be  Rev.  [.  W.  Tnrhoux  and  fam- 
ily, and  Miss  M.  W.  Bruce,  principal  of  the  Colle- 
gio  do  Alto,  Larangeiras. 


—On  Ihe  2nd  the  itttendentes  of  the  municipality 
nil  resigned,  with  one  exception,  and  this  one  has 
been  charged  with  organizing  anew  municipal  gov- 
ernment. 

•—"Agricola  do  Alto  Parahyba,"  capital  3,000,- 
000$,  is  the  title  of  a  company  wilh  tin  inluicst 
guarantee  ol  6  per  cent,  from  the  stale  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  lo  introduce  immigrants  and  acquire  land 
for  cultivation, 

—  A  proposition  was  recently  made  lo  the  minis- 
ter of  agriculture  lo  establish  "agricultural  planta- 
tions nomadic  laborers  of  various  slntes."  We 
can  not  make  oul  what  it  means,  ami  it  may  be 
presumed  that  Gen.  Glycerio  did  not,  for  the  pro- 
posal was  declined. 

—A  colored  man  was  balancing  his  cash— balance 
125$ -at  2  a.  111.  on  the  morning  of  Ihe  1st  [nst.  in 
the  street.  Besides  the  cash  he  had  some  lottery 
tickets  and  a  ham,  whereupon  the  police  arrested 
him.  If  this  is  what  ihe  police  consider  their  right, 
then   capitalists  should  balance  their  cash  at  home! 

—  After  two  days  voting  the  "operarios"  of  Sao 
Paulo,  Vuihaes  section,  tried  to  organize  a 
directory  on  the  2nd,  but  it  was  found  that  the 
ballot  box  bad  been  stuffed  and  a  light  ensued. 
Viuhiies  then  resolved  to  assume  the  role  of  die 
tator  and  nominate  his  directors.  It  is  n  good 
outlook  for  the  workinguieu's  party. 

— "  Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  safety. "  A 
Methodist  clergyman  was  arrested  in  the  postoffice 
litis  morning  for  opening  two  boxes.  Me  had  two 
keys  and  was  duly  authorized  to  do  the  exlm  ser 
vice,  of  course;  hut  the  policeman  had  his  orders 
to  arrest  anyone  opening  more  than  one  box  and  he 
considered  a  Methodist  just  as  good  for  that  pur- 
pose as  anyone  else.

—A  telegram  from  Paranagua  on  the  30th  says

-The  Banco  de  Credito  Rural  e  Inlernacional 
was  formally  installed  on  ihe  31st  ult.  And  the 
Banco  Commereio  e  Industria  do  Brazil  on  the 
same  day. 

—Subscription  lisis  for  shares  in  the  "Agricola 
Pirapelmga"  company,  capital  2,o,>o,uuo$,  are 
opened  to-day,  41I1.  Coffee  and  other  cultivation 
are  the  objects. 

—According  to  ihe  Gazeta  de  Noticias  on  the 
3rd,  there  were  buyers  and  sellers  for  shares  in  a 
"  rum  consuming  company"  (Consume  de  Agnar- 

dente)  on  the  preceding  day. 

—The  "  avecullure"  company,  capital  100,000$, 
proposes  to  raise  fowls  and  furnish  consumers  with 
them  and  their  eggs,  A  net  profit  of  60  per  cent, 
is  expected. 

-—From  the  tone  of  the  London  journals  brought 
by  the  Sorata,  we  fear  there  must  have  been  good 
reasons  for  not  publishing  London  telegrams  for 
several  days. 

—A  new  bank,  capital  lt00o,ooo$  in  50$  shares, 
is  to  be  launched  in  Sao  Paulo  under  ihe  title  of

—The  minister  of  finance  has  decided  that  al- 
though cattle  on  the  hoof  may  not  figure  as  securi- 
ty for  mortgages,  the  pastures  whereon  they  feed, 
may  be  accepted. 

—On  the  31st  ult.  the  agent  of  The  Marine 
Insurance  Company  paid  to  the  Banco  do  Bmzil 
the  200,000$  by  it  insured  and  lost  in  the  wreck 
of  the  Buenos  Ai/es. 

—The  exports  from  Espirito  Santo  during  the 
six  months  ending  June  30th  were  officially  valued 
at  3-79°i65j*5(»".  <>"  which  'the  export  duties 
amounted  to  207,  ]88$4So. 

—The  Maison  Modern*  restaurant  here  has  been 
transformed  into  a  joint  stock  company,  capital

—On  tfie  2SU1  the  Commereio  de  Aguardente 
company  (dealers  in  rum)  decided  to  raise  500,000$ 
by  debentures  and  approved  the  purchase  of  the 
Bracuhy  central  sugar  factory.

THE'RIO    NEWS. 


—Oh  Ilia  25th  ult.  the  minister  of  finance  decided 
that  the  Banco  Agricola  must  complete  its  capita] 
within  i$  months,  and  within  six  months  must 
establish  agencies  in  Campos,  JVA,  AlngtVis  and 
Soiglpe, 

—The  Companhia  Agricola  e  Industrial  Mineim 
is  to  have  n  capital  of  10,000,000$,  and  not  4,000,. 
000$  as  first  announced,  It  intends  to  nld  agricul- 
tun  in  10  many  ways  that  no  specifications  will  do 
it  justice. 

—Under  the  name  of  the  "Prnmntnrn  de  Indus- 
trial e  Mellmramentos,"  capital  2,0(10,000$,  a  com- 
pany has  been  organized  to  "explore  public  ser- 
vices and  industrial  enterprises,  promote  compan- 
ies, etc." 

—It  is  said  that  a  technical  representative  of  a 
European  continental  syndicate  is  already  looking 
over  the  Leopolclina  railway  system,  whether  with 
a  view  to  a  purchase,  or  to  a  new  loan,  we  are  not 
informed. 

—On  the  28th  it  is  said  a  meeting  of  ilie  direct- 
ors of  various  weaving  mid  spinning  mills  was  held, 
when  a  project  for  the  fusion  of  various  companies 
was  proposed,  but  it  was  rejected  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  most  of  the  companies. 

— The  receipts  at  the  Santa  Cathanna  custom- 
house  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30th  were 
4QQ,i38$Q55,  against  261, 115*850  in  1889.  At 
Maceio  the  custom-house  receipts  for  the  respec- 
tive periods  were  574,000$  and  341,000$. 

—An  English  engineer  was  reported  to  be  here 
charged  with  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the 
S.  Jeronymo  mines  anil  the  oilier  concessions  In 
that  company,  but  on  the  1st  inst.  the  Diario  de 
Notictm  peremptorily  contradicts  the  report. 

—The  directors  of  the  S.  Jeronymo  mines  and 
railway  company,  in  view  of  the  government 
granting  certain  favors  to  the  Maraliy  oil  works, 
now  ask  that  they  be  allowed  to  import  pitch  free 
*of  duties,  which  article  they  use  in  the  manufact- 
ure of  artificial  fuel  (6riatt?fffs.) 

—The  *' frogresso  Industrial  do  Cabo  Frio," 
capital  600,000$,  will  burn  lime,  catch  and  cure 
fish,  explore  the  whale-fishery  according  to  meth- 
ods employed  in  Nortli  America,  and  "try  out"  the 
oil,  besides  establishing  mills  for  the  preparation  oi 
agitcullural  produce  for  market. 

—If  the  table  published  in  the  London  Statist 
of  July  5H1  may  be  taken  as  a  barometer,  the  rate 
of  interest  is  unquestionably  lending  upwards,  it 
is  0  bad  outlook  for  those  who  think  that  enter- 
prises may  be  undertaken  with  nominal  capital 
and  completed  with  borrowed  money. 

—Gen.  Barhosa  has  authorized  the  Treasury 
agency  at  Pard  to  sell  the  national  (arms  (fazendas) 
in  that  state  to  a  man  who  offered  600,000$  for 
them,  with  the  proviso  that  payment  be  made 
100,000$  down  and  at  the  rate  of  100,000$  per  an- 
num, and  not  as  proposed  within  ten  years. 

—The  governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  granted 
an  interest  guarantee  to  a  syndicate,  6  per  cent,  on 
a  capital  of  3,000,000$,  for  acquiring  and  coloniz- 
ing coffee  plantations.  It  is  a  new  form  of  extend- 
ing aid  to  agriculture  ;  the  planters  will  put  in  their 
plantations  and  take  out  6  per  cent,  per  annum. 

— The  "  Luz  Electrics  "  company  of  Sao  Paulo 
has  resolved  to  extend  its  operations  to  include 
water  and  sanitary  works  and  will  increase  its  capi- 
tal to  2,000,000$.  The  company,  which  will  now 
be  known  as  "Agua  e  Luz  do  Estado  de  Sao 
Paulo,"  will  issue  debentures  to  meet  new  engage- 
ments. '    " 

—A  table  published  in  Wwjontaldo  Commetcio 
on  the  30th  ulto.  shows  that  the  receipts  at  the 
recebtdorin  in  Rio  and  at  16  custom-houses  were 
10, 75  7, 96  7^708  more  in  the  first  half  of  this  year 
than  in  the  same  period  of  iSSo.  We  are  not  sur- 
prised. Importers  do  not  like  to  pay  20  per  cent. 
in  gold. 

—The  minister  of  finance  refused  the  application 
of  some  receivers  of  goods  by  the  quarantined  Fr. 
str.  Beam,  to  excuse  them  from  the  20  per  cent, 
gold  duties,  which  would  have  been  saved  had  not 
the  steamer  been  ordered  to  Ilha  Grande.  Equity 
would  seem  to  be  on  the  side  of  tin 
but  the  law  favors  the  Treasury. 

— The  "Chanvbre  de  Commerce  Franchise  1(  was 
organized  here  on  the  29th  ulto.  The  French 
minister  and  consul  are  ex-offieio  "honorary  presi- 
dent and  vice-president  and  the  directory  is  com- 
posed of  Messrs.  Henri  Baumann,  Henri  Brianthe, 
Isidore  Haas,  Charles  Robillnrdde  Marigny,  Emit 
de  St.  Denis,  Jules  Rouchon  and  Abel  Dreyfus. 

—A  dispatch  from  the  minister  of  finance  de 
cides  that  the  "aid  to  agriculture"  banks  are  bound 
to  advance  of  their  owu  funds  a  sum  equal  to  the 
amount  received  from  the  Treasury,  Once  this  is 
completed  and 'contracts  begin  to  fall  due,  the 
banks  are  obliged  to  employ  one-half  of  the  .sums 
paid  in  in  "aid"  and  may  dispose  of  the  other  half 
in  any  safe  operations. 

— On  the  28th  a  telegram  published  in  the  Diario 
do  Com/nento  from  Diamanlina,  Minas  Geraes, 
states  that  the  Riribe'ry  mill  was  issuing  notes  of 
5$,  and  it  appears  that  the  company,  under  Art. 
42  of  the  January  17th,  1890  decree,  is  quite  justi- 
fied in  doing  so.  The  result  of  this  wilt  be  that 
other  companies  will  follow  the  example  and  a 
hopeless  confusion  of  currency  result.  Private  cur- 
rency is  a  triumph  of  financial  acumen  of  which 
Minister  Ruy  Barbosa  may  be  proud  !

Sug'ah. — No  sales  of  sugar  for  export  arc  reported  since  our 
last,  but  clearances— sugar  held  by  exporters  and  packers- 
have  amounted  to  41,625  bags,  of  which  20,429  bags  by  sail 
to  Delaware  Breakwater  f.o.,  and  21,196  by  steam  to  Li- 
verpool. Stock  of  low  sugars  is  about  6,010  bans  and  of 
clayed  and  dry  brutes  18,000  to  20,000  bags.  Owing  to  the 
rapid  advance  in  exchange  present  currency  values  for  export 
are  not  tempting;  tu  holders.  Due  to  the  c.unparalively  small 
raintall  in  May  and  June  the  cane  is  not  so  far  advanced  as  it 
should  be  at  this  time  of  year,  and  some  on  the  higher  ground 
has  suffered,  so  that,  although  plantings  were  very  large,  the 
next  sugar  crop  may  not  be  as  large  as  was  expected,  but  it 
will  probably  he  25  per  cent,  larger  than  that  of  1889-90.  It 
now  looks  as  if  it  would  open  late,  and  there  will  hardly  be 
sugars  for  export  before  the  middle  or  end  of  October. 

About  30,000  bags  have  been  exported  —all  lor  the  United 
Kingdom— from  Parahyba  during  the  past  crop,  and  the  next 
crop  promises  to  be  35  per  cent,  larger.  Next  Rio  Grande 
crop  will  he  about  the  same   as  the  past  one.
